Blankets after the winter use are never
clean, and should not be put away withoul
washed. Many housekeepers in view
gt of the shrinking and discoloring
" Dby washing, satisfy themselves with adring
: and shaking their blankets, but this i
8 great mistake, for if the work is prop-
erly done the soft appearance and white-
%! pess may bhe retained for years.
The most important conskleration in
washing blankets is to have plentz of
soft water and good soap. An inferior cheap
soap is really the cause of the injury done
woolen goods in washing, as it hardens and
- yellows the fibre. When ready to begin the
work. shake the blankets free ol dust, fll
a tub nearly full of soft hot water, and dis-
solve o third of a eake of Ivory soap init,
Put one blanket in at a time and dip up and
down, gently washing with the hands.
Never rub soap on blankets, or wash
on the washboard. After the blankets
are clean, rinse them in warm water until
free of suds. Add a little bluing to the last
water. Shake gnd squeeze rather than
wring, and hang da the line until dry. Then
fold and pack a {uin a box socurely to
exclude the moth. ankets washed inthis
way will keep their original freshness and
wear very much longer than if F:t AWAY
goiled year after year.

THE HAWAITAN TREATY.

Yhe Annexation Convention Sent to i

the Senate,

JAPAN HAS ENTERED A PROTEST.

—

The Plenipotentiaries Sizn the Document
in the Diplomatic Boom of the State
Depariment=Transmitted to the Sen-
aie With a Message From FPresldent
McKinley=The FProposed Conditions.

Wasarxaros, D. C. (Special).—President
MecKinley sent to the Senate the draft of &
new treaty for the annexation of the Ha-
waiian Islands by the United States, signed
at the State Department Wednesday morn-
ing, together with a message giving a his-
torieal review of the relations between the
islands and the United Btates, and urging
the ratification of the treaty. Immediately
after its delivery by Private Becretary Pru-
een, the Senate, on motion of Senator Dav-
is, Chairman of the Foreign Relations Com-

mittee, went into executive session and the
message and treaty were read.

_TI}o treaty was signed by the plenipoten-
tiaries of the United States and Hawall,
appointed by their respective Governments
for that purpose, In the diplomatic room
of the State Department at 9.30 o’elock
a.m, Therewas no one present save the
high contracting parties, the Assistant See-
retaries, and the representatives of the
Erefs. Tha treaty was signed in duplicate

y Secretary Sherman for the United Stntaa.
and Minister Francis M. Hatchand Special
L?mmisslonem Lorin M. Thurston and H.
W. Kenny for Hawaif. A new gold pen was
used. After the signatires had been at-
tnched and hesrty congratulations ex-
changed, a photographer perpetuated the
scene by the aid of the camera.

Before the final signature of the docu-
ment the Becretary of State was presented
with a formal protest by the Japanese Gov-
ernment, through its legation here, against
the consummation of the agreement.

The treaty provides that the Government
of the Hawaliian Islands cedes to the United
States absolutely and forever all rights ot
sovereignty in and over the Hawailan Isl-
ands and its dependencies and that these
islands shall become an integral part of the
territory of the United States. The Gove
ernrcent of Hawaii also cedes to the United
States all public lands, public buildingsand
publie property of every description.

Congress shall enact gpecial laws to gov-
ern the disposition of the lands in the
Hawaiian Islands. All revenue from these
lands shall be used solely for the benefit of
the inhabitants of the Hawalian Islands for
educational and other publie purposes.

MINISTER TO SPAIN CHOSEN.

General Stewart L. Woodford Nominated
by the President.

The DPresident nominated Stewart L.
Woodford, of New York, to be Minlster to
Spain.

Stewart Lyndon Woodford was born in

New York City on September 8, 1835, Hels
a deseendant from Puritan stock In the
eighth American generation. Mr. Wood-
ford went to Columbia College, then to
Yale, and in his junior year returned to Col-
umbia and finished his course with high
honor. He studied law,and was admitted to
tph:;s ll;wsr ’:k 1837, dHe 1;&& & natural cam-
peaker and took the stump for Lin-
coln in 1860. When the war bp;gan Mr.
Woodruff enlisted. He rose to Captain,
Lieutenant-Colonsl, and for gallantry was
gromoted to the rank of Colonel and
reveted Brigadier-General. In 1866 Gen-
eral Woodford was elgoted Lientenant-
Governor, the youngest man that ever pre-
sided over the State Senate. Four years
later General Woodford was the Republi-
can candidate for Governor of New
York, but was defeated by John
T. Hoffmam. General Woodford repre-
sented the Third Distriet in Congress in
1872. He was a candidate for Vice-Presi-
dent in 1876, but withdrew in favor of Will-
jam A. Wheeler. General Woodford was a
member of the Greater New York Commis-
sion. He has madea fortune from his law
practice.

In this case Ebin
chose his father and brother to shoot him.

FATAL STORM OFF CHINA.

Five Hundred Fishermen of the Chusan

Meagre particulars were brought by the
Empress of Japan of a disaster which be-
fell the flshermen of Chusan Archipelago,
off the coast of China. On May 6. when
most of the fishing boats wera out on the
fishing banks a terrific gale sprung up. ot
the severa! hundred boats out at the time
very few returned, and it is estimated that
somo 500 men lost their lives.

The immigrants and
patients were safely landed at the Barge
Office pler at 2 o'clock a. m. Not oneo
them received so much as a burn.

What caused this sudden conflagration Is
and may remaina mystery, William Burke,
chief of the night watch on Ellis Island, de-
olnres he does not know the cause of the
Are. The fire started in the eastend or
side ol the main structure, which i{s more
than 1000 feet long and two stories in
height. The first floor of this building i8
almost entirely given up to baggage, while
the enstern end of the second story is used
for ofices, The middle and southern por-
tion {3-used for a landing bureau and de-
tention rooms. - -

It was in this part of tiie buildine that
mos* of the 250 people detained on Ellis Isl-
and were sleeping. The fire started in the
end of the buildingz toward New York, and
was not at first noticed in the detention

rooms, which are cut off from that portion 1

by partitions.

When Chie! Night Wattiman Burke no-
ticed the fire it was licking around one of
the towers. He at once summonal the
thirty men employed under him, who
quickly unlocked the fron gates leading
{nto the detention room,and aroused the
gleapers, who wers reposing on benches
and on wire cots,which the bureau provides.

Ono of the night watchmen was also sent
on the jump across the bridge to the wo-
man’s dormitory, contained in a two-story
building in the rear of the landing depot.

Meantime the men in the main building
had been rushed out and down the main
double stairway, at the west end, to the

Cagtain Purke and hismen had to fairly
fight them back on the boat. —They wept
and wrung their hands when they found it
was impossible to save their property.

The new Iimmigration depot at Ellis
Tsland, New Yor. Harbor, was opened on
New Year's Day, 1891. The structure was
of glgantio proportions. It was built at a
cost of about 500,000, An idea of the
building’s immense size may he gained
from the fact that more than four million
feet of lumber wore used in its construe-
tion. The huge bullding ocovered the
greater part of the island, the
ares, .of which was something less
than flve ncres, but this was in-
creased to about eight by driving spiles
about the water frort and filling in the va-

oant spaces with earth, The building was,
| three stories in hight, with a tower at each

ecorner. The ground and upper floors
measured each 404 by 154 feet. The first
Aoor was devoted to railroad and baggage
trauefers and private offices, On the sec-
ond floor the rcgistrations and examina-
tions were conducted. Among the general
features of the building was a gallery which
axtended , completely around this floor.
From this the immigrants cou)d be in-
spected by the public or those interested in
them, without coming into actual contact
with them. There were rooms for paupers,
another for lunaties, another for those sus-
footad of being contract laborers, another
or women and children, and soon. The
telegraph and money exchange offices, pos-
tal stations, information bureau, sad
and steamship offices were all arranged so
as to give the new-comers the least possi-
ble inconvenience. BSleeping-rooms were
provided on the floor above.

BARNEY BARNATO COMMITS SUICIDE.

The World Famous “Eing of the Kaffirs”
Jumps Into the Sea.

Barney Barnato is dead. The Bouth Atri-

ean ““damond king,” whoin a few years
rose from the position of an “assisted" Brit-

ish immigrant to the position of ive hun-
dred times a millionaire, committad sulcide
by jumping overboard from the steamer
Soot, that left Cable Bay, Cape Town, Bouth
Africa, June 2, for Bontiumpton, England.
The news comes in & cable dispatch from
Funchal, Island of Madeira, off the west
coast of Moroeco, where the British steamer
Scot touches.

The re of Barnato’s suicide was made
at Funchal by the captain of the steamer
Scot. His report was that Bamato, who
had not shown the Jeast sign of agitation,
but who had kept rather more closely to
his cabin than was his habit on board ship,
gudclenly appeared on deck while most of
the passengers wers in the saloon, and with
8 ery that the second officer thought was a
curse, and & passenger says was only an
unmesning shriek, dashed over the side.
